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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
King-Smith (Pub. No.: U.S. 2002/0055331) teaches a digital audio broadcast 

receiver has a recording memory for selecting broadcast digital information and 
retrieving digital information from the memory, the receiver is able to store digital audio 
data and other related program data for playing back later. The digital audio broadcast 
receiver comprises a memory for storing the digital information data, digital broadcast 
storage subsystem for controlling the operation of the memory, and demodulator for 
demodulating of the received data of the selected channel. 

Rault et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,058,118) teaches a digital audio broadcast 
receiver comprises a main channel and plurality of sub-channels for receiving broadcast 
signals. The digital audio broadcast receiver comprises a memory for storing the digital 
information data, demodulator for demodulating of the received data of the selected 
channel, and read/write address management module for recording and reading the 
data in the memory. 

Kersken et al. (Pub. No.: US 2001/0043584) discloses a method for transmitting 
traffic announcements, and street maps in the digital audio broadcast. The digital audio 
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broadcast receiver comprises a memory for storing the digital information data, and 
demodulator for demodulating of the received data of the selected channel. 

However, the prior art made of record fails to teach or suggest, the arrangement 
of a digital broadcast receiver for receiving broadcast signal comprising a plurality of 
main channel for broadcasting a main program and a sub-channel for broadcasting an 
independent program of relatively short period of time, the receiver being adapted to 
select one of the channels selected by the user based on header data contained in the 
broadcast signal of each channel, the digital broadcast receiver comprises: demodulator 
means for demodulating received data of the selected channel and outputting the 
resulting data, a memory having a capacity to store received data as to the program 
transmitted on the sub-channel in an amount of one program, memory writing control 
means for writing the received data as to the program transmitted on the sub-channel to 
the memory while updating the received data at all times, and memory reading control 
means for reading the received data stored in the memory from the head of the program 
and feeding the read data to the demodulator means in response to a manipulation for 
changing over the main channel to the sub-channel, in combination with other 
limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1, and further limitations of their 
respective dependent claims 2-4.
